to learn and have positive experiences in nature. Now, 
the staff at the YMCA is excited about a new design for 
an outdoor certified Nature Explore classroom that will 
offer children an outdoor space where they can engage in 
activities to help them further appreciate and understand 
the natural world. 

Joe Marciszyn, the executive director at the 
Mattapoisett YMCA, said now that he has a conceptual 
plan in hand, the next step will be raising the funds 
to construct the outdoor classroom and go before the 
required town boards and commissions for the proper 
permits. Basically, the plan is still in Phase I. 

Staff gathered for what Marciszyn called "a huge 
planning'' meeting on December 10, 2013 to discuss the 
concept of creating the Nature Explore space, an idea 
Child Care Director Tricia Weaver came up with while 
visiting the Hidden Hollow at the Heritage Museums & 
Gardens in Sandwich one day. 

Weaver said she envisioned an outdoor space 
"where kids could be outside and learning and enjoying 
nature.'' She said that when she saw the Sandwich Nature 
Explore classroom, she had one thing only on her mind. 

"That this was the perfect location for one," said 
Weaver. She clearly envisioned a thoughtfully-designed 
outdoor space for kids to climb, build, dig, make music, 
and experiment with the elements at the Mattapoisett 
YMCA. 

"We want to bring that kind of experience to 
Mattapoisett," said Marciszyn. "A place where kids and 
their families can truly come on the weekends and be in 
the environment." 

A place, simply, to unplug while plugging into 

nature. 

Marciszyn said the engineer came out to the site 
and came up with a couple of different conceptual plans 
before deciding on which one best fit the site. 

The majority of the space for the Nature Explore 
area is east of the existing pavilion, which will be 
incorporated into the design. 
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The dirt road that passes the pavilion would be 
reconfigured to accommodate the various stations within 
the outdoor classroom that includes an open-space area 
and designated areas for music and movement, "messy 
materials," building, nature art, climbing, and gardening. 
All of these components, including a gathering area, are 
required in order for the space to be accepted as a certified 
Nature Explore classroom. 

Instead of just constructing a playground 
with swings and slides and standard play equipment, 
Marciszyn said the staff "wanted something different." 

"Something with its roots in nature versus the 
plastic stuff," said Marciszyn. 

The YMCA will hold a "Party with a Purpose" 
luau fundraiser on Mattapoisett Harbor on September 26 
from 5:30 pm - 9:30 pm. Tickets are $50 and are available 
at the Y or online at www.ymcasouthcoast.org. Proceeds 
will help fund the next phase in the development of the 
Nature Explore Classroom.

Selectmen OK Boat Storage 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Jean Perry 

The Marion Board of Selectmen on September 16 
approved a license for A & J Boatworks to resume using 
Town-owned property adjacent to the company to store 
boats until June of 2015. 

Elizabeth Kunz, attorney for Rich Patten, told 
Selectmen Jody Dickerson and Stephen Gushing that for 
years the company had stored boats during the winter on 
the property once owned by the Jenney family. The Town 
of Marion acquired the land in 1996, and Patten continued 
to use the parcel referred to as Lot 41a until this past June 
when the Marion Conservation Commission discovered 
the unauthorized use of Town property. 

Kunz said the letter brought the matter to Patten's 
attention and requested the company remove the boats 
at once. Kunz stated that, luckily, it was June and boats 
were being returned to the water, so there was no problem 
with removing the boats at the immediate time. However, 
now is a different story, since boats are coming back out of 
the water for winter storage and A & J Boatworks has no 
alternate place to put them. 

In the meantime, Kunz said the company is 
requesting a license to use the property until June 2015 
while it looks to purchase other property, which perhaps 
could result in a land swap with the Town in exchange for 
Lot 41a. 

"You know, this is not unprecedented,'' said

Town Administrator Paul Dawson, adding that it was a 
reasonable solution that could satisfy all parties. 'T think 
it makes perfect sense to accommodate this.'' 

Dawson said the Town could wind up with a 
more desirable parcel of land - like sensitive wetlands or 
open space - as a result of allowing the boats to remain 
temporarily on the lot while Patten looks for a resolution. 

'Tt could be a win-win situation/' said Dawson. 

Patten added that there would be no boat work 
done on the property, just the exclusive winter storage of 
some shrink-wrapped boats.

the property until June 2015. 

Also during the meeting. Planning Board member 
Norman Hills, on behalf of the Master Plan Subcommittee, 
gave a brief update on the progress of the Master Plan 
development process. The Town has not updated its 
Master Plan in about a decade. 

Hills said there are eight essential parts to the 
Master Plan, including policies, housing, economic 
development, and finally, "the implementation of any 
action items that come out of this." He said it is important 
to identify the key priorities the Town will want to 
address over the next ten years and how it is going to 
progress over time. 

Hills announced a "Marion Master Plan Visioning 
Workshop" scheduled for September 27 at the Marion 
Music Hall from 9:00 am to 12:00 pm. 

"The worst case is nobody shows up," said 
Gushing. He said if you are a resident and you want to 
have a say on what direction the Town should take, then 
you should attend the workshop or risk "being part of 
something that you might not like."

Liberal and Melinda Teixeira were ordered to 
reduce the number of dogs on their property from 16 to 
no more than six at a time within two weeks, while they 
comply with the board's requirement that the dogs be 
fully housed in an enclosed building within 90 days. 

The Teixeras were not present at the meeting, 
but their attorney Robert Moore advocated to no avail on 
their behalf. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey, before a roomful of the 
Teixeras' neighbors, offered several options from which 
the board could choose to rectify the nuisance, with the 
board opting to reduce the number of dogs, demand a 
properly ventilated structure to house the dogs, limit the 
number of dogs outside at one time, and construct a solid 
fence for when the dogs go outside to control the noise 
and limit exposure to outside stimulants that can trigger 
the dogs to bark. 

"They have to be kennel buildings," said Bailey. 
"These dogs are housed, and I use the word 'housed' 
loosely" He likened the existing kennel structure to a 
greenhouse of sorts. "Which, in my mind, is an echo 
chamber." 

Bailey said he came up with his proposed 
solutions by looking into what other municipalities have 
imposed upon kennel owners under Massachusetts 
General Laws and existing case law.

Moore argued that the Teixeiras would need 
ample time to figure out the size of the mandated kennel 
structure, and he opposed the restriction on the number of 
dogs in the meantime. 

When asked how many dogs are currently housed 
on the property, Moore said that while the Teixeiras had 
recently told him there were 16, he was unsure at that 
time. 

"Where is she now?'' asked one neighbor aloud 
about Ms. Teixeira's inability to answer the board's 
questions due to her absence from the meeting. 

Moore requested another month to assess the 
building needs before selectmen placed any restrictions 
on the Teixeiras' kennel, but that request was denied. 

'It doesn't make any sense for this board to do 
nothing," stated Bailey. "That's not fair. That's not fair to 
the neighbors." Bailey later said there have been further 
complaints about the dogs barking since the public 
hearing opened on August 25. 

Blair told Moore that the Teixeiras could have 
all their dogs back on the property once the noise 
is mitigated, the structure is built, and the nuisance 
eradicated. 

"They're certainly free to come back and 
amend the decision," Blair told Moore. "Because right 
now there's 16 and the situation is not good." Blair 
acknowledged the Teixeiras would likely appeal the 
board's decision and the matter could move forward to 
litigation. 

Also during the meeting. Southeastern Regional 
Planning & Economical Development District (SRPEDD) 
Director of Municipal Management Ross Perry asked the 
Town of Rochester to join 14 other communities in an 
aggregation program to lower the cost of electricity while 
choosing the sources of electricity, green or otherwise. 

Perry said the concept was three-pronged: to save 
money, stabilize energy prices long-term, and designate a 
percentage of green energy sources. 

According to Perry, the aggregation program so

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far represents over 140,000 households from other towns, 
roughly 1.7 billion kilowatt hours. 

'That makes us bigger than any large business in 
the area,'' stated Perry. He said residents could opt out of 
the agreement if they wanted to maintain their energy- 
purchasing status quo, which did not appear to fly with 
Selectman Naida Parker. 

"Why would they have to opt out rather than opt 
in" asked Parker. 

Perry explained that Town Meeting would vote 
on whether or not to join the aggregation program, 
which would include the whole town in the deal unless 
individual households wanted to opt out.

"I don't like to be told I have to get out of 
[something]/' said Parker. She said she would like to see it 
be the other way around. 

Perry explained, though, that consumers are 
already automatically "opted-in'' with their energy 
sources through NSTAR. The aggregation program 
would, essentially, be a way for consumers to opt out of 
the price rate for the energy they receive today and seek a 
lower price rate through other sources. 

"Nothing will change,'' said Perry, "other than 
the name on the [NSTAR] bill that says 'supplied by.'" 
NSTAR would continue to be the energy distributor and 
only the negotiated power supplier would change - along 
with, hopefully, cheaper electricity rates. 

SRPEDD is close to narrowing down the 
contractor it will select to do the negotiating for the 
towns represented in the aggregation program, and John 
O'Rourke of Good Energy was on hand to explain his role 
further. 

"We sit on your side of the table when it comes 
to putting out the RFP," said O'Rourke. He said this way, 
consumers in each town can get a better rate on their 
electricity and the company does all the outreach and 
education on behalf of the towns. "We take care of all that 
necessary work," said O'Rourke. "There's no cost to the 
Town." No cost, that is, except for a fraction of a cent per

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kWh per customer that would appear on electricity bills. 

''We are the largest, most successful aggregation 
company in the country/' said O'Rourke. He said each 
town would negotiate their own contract length from a 
"matrix of bids" the company would provide the towns, 
by term, and towns would decide on their own specific 
percentage of green energy sources. 

"The larger the buying group, the better your 
negotiating power," said Perry. 

The board considered an article for the Fall 
Special Town Meeting, but held off on making a decision 
until a special BOS meeting scheduled for September 22 to 
approve the Special Town Meeting warrant.

PARROT FEVER 

I recently purchased an Amazon parrot that was 
sneezing and seemed ill. My cockatiel is now sneez- 
ing and I have been fighting the flu for the last month. 
Could there he any connection? 

Yes. Birds get psittacosis, also called "parrot fe- 
ver" or "chlamydiosis". This infectious disease 
can spread to people as well as to other birds. 
Among the signs to look for in birds are sneez- 
ing, puffed up feathers and green to yellow diar- 
rhea. Some birds show no obvious signs. People 
get flu-like symptoms often with a chronic hack- 
ing cough and headaches. It is an excellent idea 
to have your veterinarian check newly acquired 
birds, or birds showing signs of illness for parrot 
fever.

emergency, the Town House conference room could pose 
a hazard to a large group attempting to evacuate the 
room.

CVS ConCom Hearing Postponed 

Marion Conservation Commission

A short agenda became even briefer when two 
of the three hearings were postponed at the September 
10 meeting of the Marion Conservation Commission.

Work 
will have to be done during low tides and with the use of 
quick-drying grout. Members Joel Hartley, Jeff Doubrava, 
and Steve Gonsalves had made a site visit to review the 
scope of work. Satisfied that the work was necessary 
and limited, the commission voted to allow the work to 
proceed with previously established conditions. 

In other business, a letter drafted by Chairman 
Norman Hills to the Board of Selectmen requesting their 
approval and the issuance of a license to A & J Boatworks 
to store boats on property owned by the town and in 
wetlands was reviewed. The commission had sought and 
received legal counsel from Jon Whitten.

Present at the September 16 meeting was Dustin 
Lalli, who said, ''We spent all our money to buy this land. 
We've lived in Rochester all our lives and we want to

''The joke now is we are morbidly obese/' said 
Devoll. Administration anticipated 195 students to move 
up from the junior high school, but ultimately the number 
climbed to 213. 

"I think it speaks to the product we're putting 
out," said Devoll. "It's a great school." 

Devoll said fewer students moved out of the 
district and a higher number moved in. 

"Space-wise we can handle it," said Devoll. He 
said there are enough classrooms, enough lockers for 
every student, and now enough furniture for everyone. 

However, the two sections of introductory 
Spanish are full, with 34 students in each class, and the 
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two Health classes have increased in size, resulting in four 
classes not having enough textbooks. Devoll requested 
that the committee support adding a third Spanish section 
to alleviate the high numbers of students. 

"There was no way to predict that number, said 
ORR School Committee Chairman Jim O' Brien. "It's a 
good thing, but we do have to keep an eye on the high 
class sizes." 

New Business Administrator Patrick Spencer 
told the committee that there was funding in the budget 
to cover the cost of purchasing the textbooks and also 
add another instructor for a third section of Spanish to 
alleviate the problem. 

"\ can assure you that we can absorb that cost at 
this time," said Spencer. 

ORR and Mattapoisett School Committee member 
James Muse said the committee and administration 
should do anything and everything they can to correct the 
situation. 

"Frankly, it's unacceptable," said Muse, without 
placing blame. "Thirty-five kids in an introductory foreign 
language class is not what we're all about." 

Muse suggested the committee advocate for a 
third Spanish section and find the money. 

Superintendent Doug White said the 
administration has done its due diligence, and they could 
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likely cover the cost to resolve the overcrowded classes, 
but White pointed out to Muse that the district must stay 
within the budget the towns approved. 

"We need to live within the means of that 
budget/' said White. 

Muse replied, "If we have to go back to the towns, 
then we have to go back to the towns . . . And if the towns 
refuse, we did our job." 

The committee approved two budget transfers of 
$3,100 and $1,804 from one textbook line item to another 
textbook line item to purchase the new books. 

Also during the meeting, the committee approved 
the transfer of funds totaling $11,744 back to the Athletic 
Booster Club since it is now a 501(c)(3) nonprofit 
organization. 

In the past, the booster club would keep a modest 
petty cash account and deposit its larger sums acquired 
through fundraising to the School Department for it to 
manage. Former President of the boosters Sean Walsh said 
the boosters decided to seek 501(c)(3) designation back in 
January 2009 and manage its own bank account, calling it 
the best practice at this time. 

"It really is a great organization. I wish there were 
more parents that would get involved," said Walsh. He 
said the boosters have raised roughly $300,000 over ten 
years, "which is really tremendous."

White pointed out that the athletics budget 
accounts only for salaries. 

''We wouldn't be as well-equipped and the 
athletes wouldn't be as well-prepared," said Walsh. 

The committee approved continuing the 
"common planning time" program that teachers and 
staff at the high school piloted last year with success. The 
number of common planning mornings will decrease, 
though, from 19 per year to 13, since many staff members 
felt having two mornings per month took away too many 
classroom instruction hours. 

Instead, there will be common planning mornings 
once during shorter months, and twice during longer 
months. 

The committee approved a contract for a 
driver's education course at the high school, which will 
bring in $6,125 in annual revenue. It also approved an 
extracurricular and athletics transportation one-year 
contract for Braga Transportation for $106,000.50, up a 
mere 31 cents from last year's rate. 

During open comments at the end of the 
meeting, ORRHS Social Studies teacher Dr. Colin Everett 
expressed opposition to the district's adoption of the new 
Partnership for Assessment of Readiness for College and 
Careers (PARCC) test. 

"The PARCC testing just benefitted a multi-billion 
dollar company," said Everett about the pilot PARCC trial 
exam last school year. "It didn't benefit the students." 

Everett asked the committee to reconsider doing 
away with MCAS in favor of PARCC, which he said about 
40 percent of districts have done. 

"None of us have a great love of the MCAS, 
but it's something we know," said Everett, adding 
that he found the new online test cumbersome both in 
presentation and material. He argued that the curriculum 
is now test-driven toward the exam. "Everything is taught 
to the test." He continued to say that more and more 
states are moving away from the Common Core Standard 
as well. 
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The committee could reconsider the decision 
to switch to PARCC with enough support, and the 
committee decided to continue the conversation at its next 
meeting after several members tossed around some pros 
and cons. 

Muse said he appreciated Everett bringing his 
concerns to the forefront. No one showed any particular 
fondness for any the standardized tests, including MCAS, 
but some members agreed that curriculum has moved 
toward raising student success with the MCAS. 

"We lost the 'comprehensive' [in Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System]," said Everett. "The 
'C is just an acronym now." 
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The next meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee is scheduled for October 8 at 6:00 pm 
in the media room at Old Rochester Regional. 

Fingerprinting Policy Raises Discussion 

Meeting of the Joint School Committees 
By Jean Perry 

In light of the State's new policy mandating 
fingerprinting of all school employees, members of "The 
Joint" must now figure out its own policy regarding how 
to fingerprint others, such as parent volunteers, who take 
part in school activities. 

''The CORI (Criminal Offender Record Check) 
is still there," said Superintendent Doug White. "And 
CORIs are done on a regular basis." 

CORI checks, however, only report on criminal 
activity documented within the State of Massachusetts. 
The new fingerprinting law extends that search 
nationwide. 

During the September 11 meeting. White 
suggested that anyone who is responsible for taking a 
student off on their own - that is, any individual tasked 
with one-on-one supervision of students and / or anyone 
tasked with supervising a group of students - should be 
fingerprinted. 

Then there are parents volunteering on field trips. 
The policy could require that parent volunteers pay for 
their one-time fingerprinting at a cost of $35. 

"I want the parents to want to volunteer," said 
Rochester School Committee member Jennifer Kulak. 
"I'm not too sure I'm comfortable with that level." She 
said parents who would supervise a group of students 
overnight should be required to undergo fingerprinting, 
but classroom volunteers? "I'm not sure we have to set the 
bar that high." 

Mattapoisett School Committee Chairman James 
Higgins agreed. 

"I don't think we should charge for 
volunteering," said Higgins.

Marion School Committee Chairman Joseph Scott 
concurred and expressed concern that the move might 
inhibit volunteerism at the schools. He wondered if the 
funds from student accounts might cover the cost. 

Marion School Committee member Christine 
Winters, who also sits on the Budget Subcommittee, said 
it is important the committee brainstorm now and get the 
first read of the initial draft done, so the subcommittee can 
revise it and send it back to The Joint for approval as soon 
as possible. 

"We always say they're living, breathing policies,'' 
said Winters. "But it's good to have something in place." 
She added that the policy could always be revisited 
further in the coming months. 

Also during the meeting. The Joint considered 
consolidating school committee meetings in order to more 
efficiently relay information to all school committees 
while reducing the number of meetings key central 
administrative staff had to attend. 

White, who attends all five times the five school 
committees meet every month, often gives the same 
presentation multiple times to all the multiple school 
committees. He suggested banding together two school 
committees during one evening to attend White's 
presentation and then convene their own individual 
meetings. 

"I would be in favor of minimizing the number of 
meetings that we have to go to," said Higgins. 

White suggested that certain topics, such as 
reporting MCAS scores, could be delivered to multiple 
school committees all at once instead of four times 
individually, referring to the concept as "an economy of 
words." This would eliminate two meetings per month 
for some admin staff. 

"I don't know if that alleviates the problem," said 
Higgins. "I don't think two meetings goes that far." 

Marion School Committee member Christine 
Marcolini said she would support admin staff, like the 
facilities director, food service director, and director of 
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student services attending meetings on an as-needed 
basis rather than attending every meeting. 

"I think that's appropriate/' said Mattapoisett 
School Committee member James Muse, adding that a 
combination of the two ideas might offer a solution. 

The committee discussed having back-to-back 
meetings of two school committees one evening each 
month, with one convening first, then White addressing 
both committees, followed by the convening of the second 
committee. 

"Yd love to only do twice instead of four,'' said 
White. He said two is better than four when it comes to 
school committee meetings. 
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In other matters. White gave a slide presentation 
outlining his individual professional evaluation goals for 
the school year. 

Some highlights included supervision and use of 
the superintendent rubric to score White's performance. 

''Now that I have Patrick (new Business 
Administrator Patrick Spencer)," said White, "I'd rather 
be in the schools than in my office communicating 
through email." 

White called his presentation "a conversation 
on where we want to be." Much of the information the 
committee will use to score White's performance will be 
based on self-assessment and White's own data. Higgins 
said he found difficulty in this type of set-up, with 
White reporting to the committee on how he has been 
performing. 

"It's one source," said Higgins. "I think it's hard 
to ask committee members to give him status, to give him 
feedback, when the only source is him." Higgins said the 
situation calls for more of a "board of directors scenario." 

"If the numbers are good and the progress is 
good, you give them the thumbs up," said Higgins. 
If progress is poor, he continued, then you get further 
information from other sources. 

The next meeting of the Joint School Committees 
is scheduled for November 13 at 6:30 pm at the Old 
Rochester Regional Junior High School media room.

MPD National Drug Take Back Day 

The Mattapoisett Police Department will be 
participating in a prescription drug disposal day This 
event is part of a nationwide initiative by the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration, (DEA). It will be held 
Saturday, September 27, from 10:00 am to 2:00 pm. The 
purpose of such programs is to allow for safe, legal, and 
environmentally-friendly disposal of extra drugs that 
patients have not used. 

This program serves two purposes. First, this 
program reduces the risk of prescription drugs being 
consumed inappropriately - either by accident or through 
illegal sale. Prescription medication abuse is becoming far 
more prevalent than common street drugs. Widespread 
anecdotal and survey evidence indicates that a huge 
portion of illegal prescription drug use occurs when 
people raid friends' and relatives' medicine cabinets. 
Second, it reduces the risk of prescription drugs entering 
the water, potentially harming aquatic life or getting 
into a human water supply. If the household waste 
is incinerated, the drugs are far less likely to pose an 
environmental problem than if they go into the waste 
water stream. 

This program is being provided as a continuing 
proactive effort by The Mattapoisett Police Department 
to prevent drug abuse before it happens in or 
community. We encourage everyone to collect expired 
or useless prescription medications and bring them to 
the Mattapoisett Police Station at 64 County Road on 
Saturday, September 27. If you are unable to bring your 
medications on that day, we have a 24-hour drop-off 
receptacle accessible to the public at the police station.

The November Man, Starring Pierce Brosnan and Olga 
Kurylenko. Directed by Roger Donaldson. Running 
time: 108 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Has it really been twenty years since Pierce 
Brosnan was officially announced as the then-latest 
James Bond? (Brosnan' s debut, GoldenEye, marks its 
twentieth anniversary next year.) Now 61, Brosnan 
seems interested in interrogating the cold 007 arche- 
type from different angles, whether farcical (2005' s The 
Matador) or serious, as in his new thriller. The November 
Man. The movie is based on the seventh in a largely 
overlooked series of spy novels by Bill Granger about 
Devereaux — no first name, though in the film he goes 
by Peter — a former agent who keeps getting pulled 
back in to contend with international crises. Here, 
Devereaux must protect a woman (Olga Kurylenko) 
who possesses dangerous information about a piece of 
rapist slime who's being groomed for the presidency of 
Russia. 

The newsworthy thing about The November 
Man, directed with old-school grit and clarity by Roger 
Donaldson, is how emotional its violence feels — and 
there's plenty of blood spilled. The fights and gunshots 
seem to burst forth out of rage and contempt — and 
that's when the good guys do it. Well, "good guys" ac- 
cording to whatever definition means anything in this 
gray context. Devereaux is brought in by old handler 
Hanley (Bill Smitrovich, doing his best Peter Boyle), 
who soon turns on Devereaux, takes over from section 
chief Weinstein (Will Patton, doing his best J.T. Walsh), 
and sends Devereaux's former protege Mason (Luke 
Bracey) after him. 

What we're never allowed to forget is that the 
convoluted plot is powered by those who perpetrated 
war crimes on vulnerable girls and those who want to 




bring the perpetrators to justice. Devereaux is already 
nursing a painful personal loss at the callous hands of 
his employers. Later in the film, he will present a harsh 
and bloody choice to Mason. In part, the movie is about 
the misogyny at the highest levels of government and 
federal intelligence. Usually women in spy movies are 
bargaining chips or femme fatales or, with 007, a mo- 
tivation for the hero to press onward vengefuUy Here, 
Olga Kurylenko is allowed central importance, with 
back-up from Caterina Scorsone as an agent, Amila Ter- 
zimehic as a fierce and unstoppable assassin, and Eliza 
Taylor as Mason's warm, cat-owning neighbor. 

Brosnan's Devereaux is cool, abrupt, coiled for 
action. Not suave like 007, he's closer to a spy version 
of Donald Westlake's Parker, brutal and pessimistic. 
Combined with Julian Noble of The Matador, Devereaux 
is Brosnan's way of telling us that he understands that 
a 007 in the real world would be a monster, or at least 
monstrously desensitized. Still, Devereaux isn't far 
enough gone to see that a woman who seeks justice 
should have it. And again, somehow the violence De- 
vereaux commits in the movie feels like an expression 
of anger at what the world of dirty international poli- 
tics does to innocence and to women (Devereaux, it's 
revealed at some point, has a personal reason for being 
angry). The November Man is structured like a routine 
spy thriller — and it sure goes like lightning — but it 
means more than meets the eye.

Rochester's Newest Walking Trail Announced 

The Town of Rochester, Wildlands Trust and 
Rochester Land Trust are proud to announce the opening 
of the Doggetts Brook Trail, which culminates a successful 
multi-year effort to link existing Town and conservation 
lands. The trail originates at the Dexter Lane ball fields 
and meanders by a reservoir, abandoned cranberry bogs, 
vernal pool, and through open field and woodlands 



bordering on Doggetts Brook. In late 2011, the Town 
purchased a 29-acre parcel of land from Deb Arney of 
Rochester with funding from the Rochester Land Trust 
and Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program The Arney 
property had long been a conservation priority for the 
Town, Wildlands Trust and Rochester Land Trust because 
it was a key link to an assemblage of conservation 
properties. The groups worked together over the past 
two years to improve a loop trail that links over 100 acres 
of open space for public enjoyment. Thanks to a grant 
from the Makepeace Neighborhood Fund, the trailhead is 
marked by a map display case, and a kiosk and signage 
are installed at strategic points along the trail.
